for presentation in the definitive 
plan stages. 

One plan involves land off Lowell 
street, near Greenwood road, the 
location of a proposed college cam- 
pus for Eryant McIntosh college, 
prior to a decision by the educa- 
tional institution to build on its 
present Lawrence site. 

The proposal is before the board 
on presentation of Down East 
Realty through ERenjaminO sgood of 
North Andover, and others. His 
plan calls for development of 21 
acres with building, while the re- 
maining 39 acres will be left as 
open space. 

Another proposal has been pre- 
sented by Wyncrest Development 
Corporation on the east side of 
Dascomb Road near Partridge Hill 
road. 

Still, a third proposal for con- 
dominium construction is 
anticipated. This will involve the 
Curran estate property off North 
Main street. 

Still to be decided by the board 
is whether new zones must be 
created for condominium con- 
struction, 

As planned, condominium 
complexes would not permit as 
many units as allowed under apart- 
ment zoning, yet would allow more 
residences than available through 
development of areas under single 
residence districts. 

Rules and regulations governing 
construction of such units would 
no doubt be presented to town 
meeting for adoption. 

If the three proposals are to be 
presented to the October session 
of town meeting, then they would 
be included as private articles, 
with the necessary planning board 
recommendations. 

The planners would also 
probably have to include rules and 
regulations for town meeting action 
in order to permit such new 
construction in accordance with 
Andover’s existing zoning bylaws. 

The total number of units which 
would be constructed in town, 
should such construction be al- 
lowed, is not known as yet, since 
the only items before the planning 
board are those of a preliminary 
nature. 

Definitive plans, outlining the 
total development of an area, in- 
cluding the number of units 
involved would have to be presented 
and public hearings scheduled. 

Time element for inclusion in 
the warrant for the October town 
meeting is getting short, but there 
remains a sufficient period for 
inclusion of the items in the 
warrant which closes on Aug., 27, 
to be followed by the mandatory 
period required for public hearings 
and planning board decision. 

A total of 100 signatures are 
needed to place a private article 
in the October session.

Vocational Technical High school 
has received $25,369 in federal 
funds for the classroom training 
of 20 clerk typists. 

The grant is from the U.S, De- 
partment of Labor and administer- 
ed under the Manpower 
Development and Training Act. 

The course will be for 21 weeks. 

The funds provide training in 
occupations in which there is a 
local demand for skilled workers. 

The employment service 
determines the need for workers 
in the occupations inahich training 
is to be provided; refers, tests, 
and counsels applicants for 


allowances; and provides job 
placement assistance to trainees 
upon completion of the course.

A different type of summer apple 
called the Red Astrachan is 
appearing in local markets and 
roadside stands this week 
according to the Mass. Dept. of 
Agriculture. These apples are 
small but great for eating. How- 
ever, once again, the Mass. Dept. 
of Agriculture urges you to buy 
only ones that are refrigerated 
and to keep them refrigerated 
until used. 

Beans are a good buy this week 
featuring several varieties. There 
are green bush beans, Kentucky 
Wonder pole beans, wax beans 
also known as butter beans and 
shell beans. 

Cabbage is a best buy being 4 
to 7 cents lower per pound than 
last year. 

Blueberries are at the peak of 
their season, very plentiful, 
reasonable, and available at all 
markets and roadside stands. 

More and more corn is appear- 
ing and the quality is improving. 
A couple of the most popular 
varieties are goldcup and the two- 
tone variety called butter and 
honey. Prices remainfirm inmost 
markets and roadside stands. 

Cucumbers are excellent buys 
as supplies are heavy. And for 
those who are making pickles, 
fresh dill is available. 

Tomatoes are in heavy supply 
this week and prices have de- 
clined 10 to 15 cents per pound 
since last week.

Andover 4, No. Andover 3 --

The game had settled into a 
great pitcher’s duel between left- 
handers Glenn Verrette (3-0) of 
Andover and Rick Redmanof North 
Andover.

The 
locals posted one shutout, 7-0 
over Prospect Hill, and were not 
blanked once themselves in a 
completed game. 

The most lopsided triumph was 
a 12-1 romp over Prospect Hill, 
while Andover’s worst beating was 
the 8-3 loss to Methuen. 

Andover was involved in eight 
one-run decisions, posting a 4-4 
record. 

Five of the team’s first six 
games were decided by one run. 
Andover was involved in only one 
extra-inning game, and that ended 
in the 0-0 stalemate. 

Twice during the regular season 
Andover strung together three- 
game winning streaks, and the 
club also had a pair of three- 
game losing skeins.

The selectmen_ reviewed 
requests for articles to be in- 
serted in the warrant for the 
October town meeting at its 
session Monday night. 

Major item for consideration 
is authorization to purchase a 
generator for the new pumping 
station at the Haggetts Pond Treat- 
ment plant. 

The item, with an estimated 
cost of $150,000, would be rein- 
serted in the original contract. 
It was removed at the time of the 
awarding in order to meet the funds 
provided. Officials felt it couldbe 
placed in later. 

The article will ask only for 
authorization, the purchase to be 
made sometime during the con- 
struction period. It is needed to 
run the station in case of power 
loss. 

Two articles are requestedby 
the building inspector, one dealing 
with obtaining of a building permit 
for any. pool installation having a 
diameter greater than eight feet 
and another an amendment to the 
building code requiring a wiring 
permit before issuance of a build- 
ing permit. 

Unpaid bills totalling. in the 
vicinity of $1,400 will also be 
inserted. These are bills which 
came in for services of 1970 but 
received after January 1971. 

Validation of the civil service 
status grant for cemetery em- 
ployees is requested. An act of 
the legislature is required to 
certify the vote of approval given 
in March. 

Civil service says the public 
works director position should be 
civil service, while town counsel 
feels otherwise. Legal opinion on 
this matter is awaited before pos- 
sible insertion of such an article.

A. Walsh, chairman of the board 
of health: 

‘During the. past week an 
Andover resident was bitten by 
a bat. Subsequent tests of the 
bat’s body proved that the animal 
had rabies. Fortunately, the 
individual concerned is being 
administered rabies vaccine and 
should suffer from no after effects 
of the bite. 

‘“‘The Board of Health is issuing 
this statement to dispel any rumors 
and to caution the residents of the 
town concerning the handling of 
bats. A bat is essentially a flying 
rat and should be treated in the 
same fashion that you would treat 
any rodent. Do not handle them 
unless you believe that they are 
dead and then wear a heavy pair 
of gloves before you pick them up. 
If you are bitten contact the Eoard 
of Health at once. Preserve the 
body of the bat, keep it cool and

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Editorial Comment

Recreation 


Another study of the town’s recreation needs is due 
shortly. 


This will be the umpteenth in a continuing saga of 
studying the town’s recreational requirements from time 
immemorial. | 

Over the years professional and volunteer studies 
have been made of the town’s recreational programs and 
its needs. 

; Suggestions have been plentiful, some acceptable, 
some rejected as too costly by the voters at town meeting. 

What will ultimately come of another study only 
time will tell. 

A review of the program over the past several years 
from a cursory glance will reveal that not much headway 
has been made in developing an overall program as pre- 
dicated on the development of a full-time, staffed depart- 
ment. 

There have been areas developed, such as recreation 
park, and plans for the proper utilization of the playstead 
area. This has been done with additional funds provided 
outside the recreation department budget. 

Co-ordination of town-school facilities, so often advo- 
cated, still leaves something to be desired. Whether it be 
from the standpoint of a bending on the part of individ- 
uals as to jurisdiction of properties remains something of 
conjecture. : 

The town’s recreation director co-ordinates programs 
developed by~individual groups, finding them locations 
to conduct their activities. 


The summer program at the playground and at Pomps 
pond continues under a paid, full-time director in a some- 
what similar vein as to the program conducted for many 
years by a volunteer, appointed committee. 

Basically, what the study group should be considering, 
and we hope they are, is the question of value for the 


Town 


The selectmen have a rather large table at which they 
meet on a regular and special basis in the town hall. 

Fear is that the platform from which they work may 
one day submit itself to ruination, bent from the weighted 
burden placed upon it by the many items placed there- 
on by the board. 

Among the matters tabled this week, for yet another 
unknown period, is renovation of town hall. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin submitted to the 
board proposals regarding town hall renovation. The man- 
ager was seeking from the board some direction of policy 
in which to move in effecting some changes in the munic- 
ipal office building with the $19,000 provided by town 
meeting action. 

Basic proposals included moving ahead with some ren- 
ovation within the $19,000, or obtaining expert assistance 
in determining what basic work is necessary to keep the 
town hall functional, as dictated by the voters. 

The manager should have presented but a single pro- 
posal, for offering alternatives tore the board asunder as 
various members were torn between the alternatives. 

Result of the request for direction by the manager 
was tabling of the proposals and the manager permitted 
to expend the $19,000 within reason. 


recreation dollar and how best it is being spent. 
Has the full time program been funded and operated 
properly? 

Has the department been accorded the funds or ma- 
terials or both to work the programs expressly desired? 

These are questions which are in need of answers. 

With a family type YMCA program already underway, 
and a building program in the offing, certainly there will 
be provisions for meeting recreational needs on a personal 
basis rather than continuing them in an already over- 
burdened municipal budget. 

We would hope that any study would examine the 
North Andover recreational program, which this week 
observed its anniversary of providing summer recreation 
with paid supervisory personnel directed by a non-paid 
appointed committee. 

The program there, from all reports, has been more 
than successful. 

It has provided almost a similar program to that con- 
ducted here, with less expense to the taxpayer. 


A budget of close to $85,000 was approved for the 


recreation department this year, mostly all given over to 
salaries. 

Maintenance people should be scheduled to properly 
care for the properties, among which could be included 
the proper timing of putting on and turning off flood- 
lights where and when utilized, realizing a saving in munic- 
ipal costs no matter how siight. 

We would hope that any study of the town’s recrea- 
tion program will be the ultimate and lead to a final de- 
termination of whether current costs are warranted and 
funds properly deployed. 

Tantamount is consideration as to whether the de- 
partment as it now exists is needed at all, or could be 
comfortably and economically absorbed in some other 
area of municipal affairs. 


Hall 


Most assuredly, if the manager were to proceed, then 
some members of the board would find fault with his 
actions and either tongue lash or wrist slap the paid exe- 
cutive. 

We are of the opinion that the manager should pro- 
ceed with renovations of the space left vacant by the 
moving of the police headquarters. 

This would relieve overcrowding conditions in some 
offices, and utilize the space provided which is now just 
being wasted. 

As for major repairitems, such as the heating system, 
in dire need of attention, this should come from a pro- 
fessional viewpoint since from a laymen’s observation, 
such work could not be accomplished within the funds 
now available. 

Town meeting has consistently rejected funds for 
a new town hall. 

No doubt, such action will continue, but residents 
would probably be more than sympathetic to providing 
funds for needed repairs to keep the over 100-year old 
structure functional. 

A little policy direction from the selectmen to their 
executive would be more than helpful and in keeping 
with the mandate of the voters. 


Bare Feet 


It seems to be a custom nowadays to go ’round bare- 
foot. 

If it’s popular, we'll have to look askance at such 
practice, 

Particularly in bad taste is the absence of footwear in 
public places and most significantly in restaurants. 

Most eating places have signs posted on their doorway, 
noting that bare feet are prohibited from the premises. 

Some places do not have such warning, probably 
based on the presumption that most people entering such 
establishments would have enough common courtesy and 


sense not to bare their feet to the world, or to diners in 
adjacent surroundings. 
But one can not be too presumptious in this day and 
age. 
There is already, ample display of flesh without the 
additional exposure of this portion of the extremities. 
Perfunctory podiatric performance perpetrated in 
public places is deplorable and to be prohibited, Most 
public places, particularly where food is offered, display 
warning of such prohibition, 
Those that do not should act immediately.

Of The Desk 


There seems to be something 
particularly special about a house 
painted red. 

It is typically New England, one 
might suppose, since the various 
paint manufacturers often describe 
the color as such. 

But it has particular appeal in 
these parts. 

A home on Elm street, recently 
adorned with a new coat of the 
characteristic New England red, 
may or may not, have been the 
inspiration for several others to 
follow, since we have noticed many 
in Andover and surrounding towns 
getting a new coatof similar color. 


Among summer’s more notable 
and noisy disturbances is the 
motorcycle. 

Particularly on hot, sticky 
nights, when all means of venti- 
lation are used to provide some 
cooling relief, these pestiferous 
two-wheeled vehicles ‘‘vroom” 
(description ours) throughout many 
neighborhoods disturbing the noc- 
turnal calm. 

If they must traverse the high- 
ways and byways throughthe night, 
a little more quiet and courtesy 
would be appreciated.

Airport Limousine Service 


To Be Authorized Soon 


Limousine: service from 
Andover to Logan Airport, Boston, 
will be authorized by the selectmen 
soon, preferably licensing a local 
carrier. 

This was the decision reached 
Monday night by the board which 
will await a request by Francis 
Trombly of Trombly Motor Coach 
to operate the service which must 
have approval of the Boston City 
Council and the Department of 
Public Utilities. 

Trombly has permission to ser- 
vice Lawrence to Eoston runs, but 
must obtain additional permission 
to travel over Chapel avenue in 
Andover and roads leading to the 
airport in Poston. 

Hudson Eus lines had also re- 
quested permission of the local 
board to operate the service. 

The limousine operation is to 
provide service to and from the 
airport for local motels and inns. 

Hudson had requested permis- 
sion of the board several months 
ago but was turned down. A 
subsequent request for such 
service by motels and a change in 
attitude by the selectmen, resulted 
in the resubmission of the Hudson 
request and the application of the 
limousine division of the Trombly 
company. 

Trombly said he would operate 
the service in co-operation with 
Paul Collins who operates a taxi 
and limousine service in Andover. 

In answer to a qiestion by the 
board, Trombly stated that he 
currently houses a combined total 
of 47 vehicles in Andover, from 
which the town receives taxes, 

Tromply emphasied in his re- 
quest to the local board, that 
Hudson’s application would open up 
a Boston run for that line, a route 
he currently services and has done 
so since the Eastern Mass was 
taken over by the META.
